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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of the 
Stratham schools, the ninth in the series. 


The arrangement of statistical tables in last year’s report seemed 
to convey needed information in a concise form; it is continued 
this year. Statistics are often uninteresting but, since several 
of the tables hereto appended give information on vital factors 
in school life, punctuality and constant attendance, I commend 
them to your notice. The year which ended in June, 1927, showed 
the best percentage of attendance during the last six years, 95.36. 
This figure has in late years been surpassed only once—in 1920- 
21—when the percentage was of attendance 96. The year which 
ended last June also shows the best mark for punctuality in ten 
years, there being only seventy-one cases of tardiness. ‘Table 
II shows last year’s record for the various schools and is useful 
in comparing their achievements. The two factors mentioned 
above, attendance and punctuality depend, of course, on the zeal 
of parents for school and the interest of the pupils in school. By 
your careful planning for commodious quarters and by your se- 
lection of teachers who make school worth while, you have, I 


believe, made the schools seem, at least to most parents, to be 


vs 


worth while. Two contributing factors to punctual attendance 
are found in a common knowledge of child hygiene which prompts 
parents to keep children well and in the attention which has lately 
been paid to means of transportation and to good winter roads. 


Table VI shows that thought put upon getting the most pos- 
sible for each dollar of tax may bear fruit. With provision for 
only one week of vacation at the Christmas season instead of 
two it will be possible to secure in thirty-seven weeks a minimum 
of one hundred eighty days. 


The situation, with reference to a few pupils who are doing 
the traditional seventh and eighth grade work in the Stratham 
schools instead of joining with the majority who go to outside 
Junior High Schools, remains unchanged. As during several 
years just passed, we have now in the current enrollment some 
pupils who are pursuing this course; it should be brought to your 
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attention again, however, that the course, while fulfilling legal 
requirements, is not the equivalent of a Junior High School course 
and that the few pupils who take it cannot share in the richer life 
of the larger outside school which is the lot of their classmates. 
In my report last year I said “‘the whole question concerned with 
schooling for these two grades (that is, the seventh and eighth), 
permission to attend or assignment to Junior High Schools, trans- 
portation and the lke should receive the fairest and most de- 
tailed consideration of the district.” I then suggested three 
considerations. This matter is one, of course, which the voter 
of the district should settle and, it seems to me, is lhkely to recur 
each year; it is a matter concerned largely with transportation 
rather than any other consideration. 


There were enrolled in our schools last vear a total of sixty- 
four pupils. The number enrolled at the present time is less than 
that. Table II shows you the relative size of the schools last year. 
The relative size still exists, though the numbers are fewer and 
can only raise a question in the minds of the voters of the dis- 
trict as to the advisability of maintaining four schools in the dis- 
tricts when three could easily care for the needs of the pupils. 
Tf some combination of two schools could be made to the satis- 
faction of all the parents concerned, I feel sure that the added 
competition of numbers would tend to produce better schools. 
Three teachers instead of four would do the work. The cost of 
heating one building would be eliminated and, while 1t is probable 
that some transportation would be necessary, there would be a 
financial gain for the district in such a combination of schools. 
This as well as the matter of schooling for seventh and eighth 
grade pupils ought to receive the fairest consideration by the voters 
of the district. 


In addition to the routine supervision of all the subjects and — 
all the work of the schools, we are continuing special emphasis 
on spelling and handwriting with continued good results. The 
teachers, two of whom are new to the profession, are, | am sure, ~ 
faithful in their work in the schools. The various tests given 
from time to time show that their efforts result in good work and 
I am glad to report that the actual accomplishment of pupils 
with their books is up to the standard. 3 


The small number of pupils in the schools makes the teach- 
ing of music much less effective than it might be and there is a 


ol] 


question in my mind as to whether under the circumstances we 
ought to continue the special teaching of this subject. It some- 
times happens that there is a considerable number of pupils in a 
school for whom the learning of music seems to be an impossible 
task. When such a group of pupils is found in a small school it 
makes the teaching of music very discouraging and the results 
are meager. In view of these facts and in view also of the fact 
that now-a-days our normal school teachers are all trained to 
teach music, | suggest that we discontinue the work of the special 
supervisor until such time as our numbers increase. 


We are faced almost continuously in the cold weather by the 
problem of janitor service and we are handicapped in the efficiency 
of our janitor service by two circumstances, one is that the boys 
of the sixth grade, our highest grade, are not, at the beginning 
of the year at any rate, always fitted either in size or in experience 
to build and keep fires or to keep the buildings in the neatest con- 
dition. In each of three of our buildings we maintain two fires. 
The usual method of heating a rural school is by one fire but the 
entries of these three schools and the school. rooms themselves 
are much larger than is ordinarily the case and the two fires in 
each building are needed. In these three buildings the janitors 
have about twice the work to do that janitors have in other rural 
schools; in addition to that and on account of the size and age of 
the janitors, all of these teachers are required to do alarge amount 
of janitor work themselves, not only in the morning, but through- 
out the day. I suggest that we require the teachers to care for 
all the music, which is a legitimate part of their work, and that we 
use the money generally appropriated for music to secure ad- 
ditional janitor service by adults, at least during the cold months 
of the year when fires are a great consideration, or, if this plan 
seems not feasible, I suggest that we raise an extra sum of money 
to care for the extra janitor service which I have just suggested. 
A complete installation of ventilating or jacketed stoves, so-called, 
would add very much to the ease with which our largest rooms, 
and some of them are very large, could be heated; especially at 
the Winnicutt and Stratham Hill Schools is such a plant very 
desirable. A complete record of temperatures taken several 
times during the day is being kept this year by all the teachers 
and up to the present time this record shows that the early morn- 
ing hours of school are not at all comfortable for the pupils. Two 
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hundred dollars spent for modern heating plants for these two 
schools and another one hundred dollars or two hundred dollars 
spent on extra janitor service would result in much greater com- 
fort and much better health for the pupils. 


Portsmouth Avenue is becoming more and more a popular road 
for automobilists and, while we do all we can to keep the children 
off the road, 1t sometimes happens that they are in the road when 
they should be in the yard. We need large substantial warning 
signs placed in conspicuous situations at least at the Ridge and 


Stratham Hill Schools. Metal signs of permanent character and ° 


construction can be secured for about ten dollars a piece. 


I take this opportunity to acknowledge once more the generous 
support of parents, school board members, teachers and all who 
are interested in the vital welfare of our schools.
